likely to find him self sim ilarly stupe­ 
fied by its present bigness and its in­ 
calculable prospects. 
The very fact 
th a t Mr. McAdoo, who m ight have 
had alm ost any business job in the 
country, chose th© movie business, is 
in itself a striking indication. 
His 
salary is reputed to be about $150,000 
a year. The salaries of the principal 
movie stars are all known to surpass 
im m easurably any salaries 
hitherto 
paid in any occupation. 
And the rea­ 
son for their salaries is found, easily 
enough, In the m arket offered for 
th eir output. 
A film star’s audience today Is the 
whole world. H ere is one little illum­ 
inating fact, In China a native trades 
one cent for IO “cash" and pays five 
cash 
to 
get 
Into 
a 
movie 
show. 
And out of those half-cent admission 
fees in China one American movie 
actor gets royalties of $100,000 a year. 
Here is another. 
There are said to 
be more than 80 movie theaters in the 
United States that can pay $3,000 
apiece per week for a single film. And 
consider all the thousands from $3000 
down. 
Then consider the hundreds 
• f thousands in other countries. 
The movies may not yet have de­ 
veloped a very high form of art, but 
such art as they have is universal. 
And it is improving right along. 
It 
may yet be the biggest thing iu the 
world.

The first Saskatchewan farm er 
to 
purchase an automobile is also the 
first to purchase an airplane. 
His 
nam e is George Kounkel. 
Mr. Koun- 
kel is not a faddist who likes 
to 
spend his money on the latest thing 
o u t 
He is a farm er with an eye to 
good business. 
In working his farm he has always 
used the best and most up-todate m a­ 
chinery, 
W hen 
automobiles 
came 
out he led the way in using them to 
facilitate farm business. 
He expects 
to use his new airplane to make quick 
trips to various cities to sell his farm 
produce. 
The early automobiles had much to 
contend against in bad 
roads 
and 
scarcity of service stations. 
But they 
s a d their users made good. Mr Koun­ 
kel may be expected to overcome all 
sim ilar difficulties such as lack of 
landing and starting places. 
It 
is 
hardly likely th a t he expects to peddle 
his goods from house to house in the 
cities. 
For the present his chief ex­ 
pectation may be simply quick com­ 
munication with the business

STATE POLICE. 


The old National Guard is no more. 
M ustered into federal service, it was 
merged with the great Selective Ser­ 
vice army raised for the German war, 
and ioet its identity. 
The army as it 
now stands cannot be unscrambled 
into its old elem ents. 
The W ar De­ 
partm ent has decided th at as it is de­ 
mobilised the form er Guardsmen will 
return to civilian status. 
There will 
so t even be left the shell of an organ­ 
isation, or the legal authority to re­ 
create k. 
“Something, therefore, will have to 
be done soon,” says 
the 
Redlands 
Facts, “to provide a substitute. 
The 
new amy system that is to be evolv­ 
ed may enable the country to dispense 
w ith state m ilitia permanently, so far 
a s federal requirem ents are concern­ 
ed. 
But all the states will still need 
sort of arm ed force of their 
tv preserve order in emergencies. 
“Accordingly th ere is developing a 
widespread dem and for “state police,” 
me* na are already found in Pennsyl­ 
vania nod a few other states. 
Such 
bodies are not m ilitia organizations 
a t all, but genuine police, employed 
cOBdBuot»ly by the state in the same

‘‘Separated by a wide ocean 
lrom 
the nations of Europe and from the 
political 
interests

entangle 
them together, with productions and 
wants which render our commerce and 
friendship useful to them and theirs 
to us. it can not be the interest of any 
to assail us, nor ours to disturb them .” 
—From the third annual message of 
Thomas Jefferson, delivered October 
17, 1803’. 
Nine years after this speech of lef- 
ferson's. England attacked this coun­ 
try and mighty near ‘ licked” it. 
3he 
crossed the ocean barrier and block­ 
aded 
our 
whole 
Atlantic 
coast, 
marched on W ashington and burned 
the capital, 
and 
this 
country 
was 
mighty near “licked.” But they would 
not give up. 
Every man, woman and 
child did his and her utmost to repel 
the enemy and said, with Jackson, 
"W e may get licked, but by the great 
eternal we wou’t stay licked.” 
And 
that was the only barrier that saved 
this country from England 
at 
that 
time. 
I remember when I was a boy of 
hearing men talk of the great moun­ 
tain barriers that would prevent any 
successful commercial 
business 
be­ 
tween the Pacific Coast and the E ast­ 
ern states, because they had heurd 
statesm en say that some time before. 
After this territory was taken from 
Mexico many congressmen referrdd to 
it as a worthless, barren waste, and 
when there was a bill before Congress 
to make an appropriation to improve 
the mail and commercial business with 
this coast, Daniel W ebster, 
then 
in 
Congress, after referring to the moun­ 
tain barriers and barren waste, said, 
“I will not vote one penny of public 
money to bring that barren coast any 
nearer Boston.” 
At one tim e it took three months to 
go from New York to Liverpool and 
about the same time to go from New' 
York to San Francisco. 
I remember 
when newspapers published a state­ 
ment that the fastest steam er afloat 
had made the trip from Liverpool to 
New York in three weeks and one day 
and that was about the tim e made 
then from New York to San Francis­ 
co. 
Both routes have 
reduced 
the 
time until they are now about equal, 
about eight days. 
The nations of Europe are as near 
neighbors to us now, commercially, as 
New Y’ork and California, and those 
quotations from men of 
a 
hundred 
years ago will not apply to present 
conditions any more than W ebster’s 
speech will. To attempt to apply them 
would be like going back to W ebster 
and the stage coach, pony express and 
ox teams to transact our commercial 
business between this coast and the 
East. 
We must over-rule our Web­ 
sters of today and 
help 
the 
world 
progress. 
It will progress rapidly if 
we apply a progressive policy and pro­ 
gressive ideas. 
If any one hdd thought 
that 
the 
ocean was a protective barrier, 
this 
war should dispel that thought. While 
we were yet neutral, a German U- 
boat of the cruiser type bobbed up in 
one of our commercial harbors when 
dozens of warships were combing the 
sea looking for it. 
Later the United 
States landed two and one-half mil­ 
lion men in Europe without loss when 
scores of U-boats were watching for a 
chance to destroy them. And German 
U-boats crossed the great barrier and 
sunk several of our m erchant ships 
almost in sight of the Atlantic coast. 
They talk of entangling alliances] 
How about this war? W e had no al­ 
liances and we suffered more com­ 
mercially during the two years or 
more that we remained neutral than 
we did after we declared 
war, 
and 
every other neutral 
nation 
suffered 
the same. Germany made war on our 
commerce for a year or more before 
we declared 
war, 
and 
made 
war 
secretly for years before that. 
And 
if little Belgium had not put up the 
most* desperate fight 
against 
heavy 
odds until France and England could 
get their armies in the field, Germany 
would have attacked this country. Bel­ 
gium was the barrier. 
A wiser man than any of the politi­ 
cians 
and 
would-be 
statesm en 
at 
W ashington has said that if there is 
ever another general war there will be 
no neutral nations, and that I believe 
to be correct, 
lf a League of Nations 
will prevent war, the world will bene­ 
fit by it; if it grill not prevent war, 
we surely cannot be in any worse con­ 
dition than we were in this war. 
If 
this country should refuse to join a 
league for peace, it would create the 
enmity of all other nations of the 
world Mid we would have to face a 
League of the Nations of Europe. And 
then tl^p only (barrier we could have 
would be to build up and m aintain the 
moat powerful arm y and navy in the 
world.

As a rule, the annual maintenance 
expenses range from 5 to IO per cent 
of the initial cost, being In the simpler 
buildings chiefly fqr light and heat 
and in the larger ones inclusive of 
salaries for secretaries, physical di­ 
rectors, caretakers and librarians. 
Funds to maintain the organizations 
are secured 
through

dues, rentals, receipts from entertain­ 
ments, moving pictures, bowling, bil­ 
liards and similar sources of revenue. 
According to the report of the gov­ 
ernment specialists, 32 of the com­ 
munity buildings now in use ate own­ 
ed, controlled, financed, supported and 
used by their respective communities. 
Money is secured by issuing stock, as 
well as by general contribution, this 
Income being supplemented often by 
receipts from sales, games, and enter­ 
tainments, or by securing loans with 
the building as security, the loan be­ 
ing repaid later when sufficient funds 
accumulate for ‘such purpose. 
Some Buildings Donated 
Twenty-nine of Use clubs studied 
are the product of local organizations 
with restricted aims, such as a wo­ 
men’s club, athletic club, or a farm­ 
ers' club, which constructs a building 
for its private use as well as for the 
general, social use of the community. 
Twenty of the community buildings 
now in use have been donated by pri­ 
vate individuals, who generally oper­ 
ate and maintain them, while 13 of 
the clubhouses have been provided by 
the township or town which main­ 
tains the buildings through revenues 
earned by the buildings themselves. 
There are seven of these community 
buildings which have been erected as 
social centers for the use of the em­ 
ployes of some local industry, as well 
as for the community in general.

A lengthy discussion of the propos­ 
ed co-operative telephone service was 
I held. 
There were several reports as 
j to the unfair charges now being made 
by the Pacific Tel. & Tel.

One member reported that he

! been notified his rate would not be 
i raised, while some nearer the 
ex- 
i change were raised, it seemed at ran­ 
dom . as there were all kinds of rates 
J ranging from $1.73 to $2.30 for tele- 
f phones within the same radius. 
One member reported that on his 
' way to Santa Ana that day, coming 
from the Orange-Olive district, he had 
seen a Ford truck load of telephones 
that had been taken out of that dis­ 
trict. 
Another member reported that 
in his vicinity all phones were out, 
but one. and that one was in the home 
of a man who runs a dairy and he 
kept it through necessity. 
Out Harper way frere was no raise 
in the rates at all, the telephone com­ 
pany saying that was because there 
had been no competition in that dis­ 
trict. 
The raise was only where the 
Home and Pacific Bad merged. 
Mr. Woodrough read a 
form 
of 
agreement which was compiled by the 
joint Farm Bureau and 
Associated 
Chambers of Commerce

The average farm er will sit up 
all night to save the life of a day-old 
calf or a litter of pigs and think noth­ 
ing of it, yet the same man will be­ 
grudge the time and labor necessary 
to haul valuable tools from the fields 
to proper shelter.

ment condition, says the rural engin­ 
eering division of the United States 
Department of Agriculture.

His 
beak 
thrusts 
through into the inner tissues of the 
leaf. 
There are contact sprays that 
will kill him. 
For example, straight 
kerosene. 
But if you 
apply 
them 
strong enough to kill the bug, you 
will certainly destroy the vines 
as 
well. 
The beekeeper will tell you of a 
time not to sptay. 
Substances con­ 
taining a stomach poison, such 
as 
arsenate of lead 
or 
Paris 
green, 
should not be apllied to 
trees 
or 
shrubs that are in 
blossom. 
It 
is 
proper to use such materials up to 
the time the petals open or at the 
close of the blooming period, but not 
in between. 
The apple 
illustrates 
this well. 
For the control of early caterpillars 
that destroy the foliage a schedule is 
necessary that calls for an applica­ 
tion of poison after the 
leaf 
buds 
break and before the 
flower 
buds 
open. 
Again, as soon as the last of 
the petals are railing the grower will 
apply a poison in order that his spray 
may lodge in the calyx cavity of the 
young fruit, before the lobes of the 
calyx have closed and rendered this 
strategem impossible. 
This 
is 
the 
one effective period 
for 
controlling 
the codling moth or common apple 
worm. 
But the 
first-named 
spray 
should not be 
prolonged 
into 
the 
blooming season, 
and 
the 
second 
should not begin until the petals are 
dropping. 
Not till then 
have 
the 
bees. agents of necessary pollination, 
completed their task. 
No Danger In Spraying Fruit 
When fruit is ripe 
there 
arises 
again the question of spraying. 
The 
grower may naturally hesitate to ap­ 
ply a liquid containing arsenic 
to 
the surface of a fruit that is ready to 
be picked. 
Occasionally a story ap­ 
pears in the newspapers telling of iii 
effects supposed to be due to the in­ 
judicious use of tho spray pump at 
this season. As a m atter of fact such 
stories are usually In error. 
Much 
depends on the kind of 
fruit 
con­ 
cerned. 
The truth is that apple trees bear­ 
ing ripening fruit may 
be 
sprayed 
with arsenate of lead without danger, 
if the material is used at moderate 
strength and if reasonable 
care 
is 
taken. 
Most of the 
material 
will 
lodge on the foliage. 
The drops that 
strike the apple will only 
fleck 
it 
here and there. 
Tluflr total on any 
one fruit will amount to very little. 
The surface of the apple is smooth 
and much of the spray that clings 
will be removed in picking. 
If the 
apple is visibly spotted it is easily 
wiped clean. 
In the case of peaches 
or of other fruits, such as strawber­ 
ries, 
blackberries 
or 
raspberries, 
that have a rough surface, the condi- 


of the pest itself. 
Presumably, any 
insect with biting mouth parts that 
feeds on th# surface of a plant ought 
to be amenable to a spray containing 
a stomach poison. 
But that does not 
always follow. Cutworms have biting 
jaws, and they use them to eat plant 
tissues that are above ground. 
The 
trouble is that with the first bite the 
pest cuts off the plant. Even if we had 
coated the stem of the plant with 
poison—which would be difficult to ac­ 
complish 
thoroughly—the 
damage 
would be done. 
Spraying 
is 
inade­ 
quate. So we resort to a poisoned bait 
that will attract the worm and on 
which it may feed without injury to 
our plants. 
Many Rests Present Real Problems 
Some snout beetles present a similar 
problem. All snout beetles have jaws 
and chew their food. 
Theoretically, 
they should succumb to a poison spray. 
But the snout is there for a purpose. 
It enables the owner to chew out a 
cavity and feed on tissues beneath the 
surface, sometimes to gnaw 
out 
a 
slender hole, half as deep as the in­ 
sect is long. 
The first 
moment 
of 
feeding will be at the surface, but aft­ 
er that none of it may be until the 
owner moves to a new’ spot. Pests in 
this group often are difficult to con­ 
trol by spraying. 
There are insects, too. that are so 
small that they feed entirely within 
leaf tissues. 
So it is with the leaf 
miners, such. as the species that at­ 
tacks the leaves of spinach. We may 
coat the leaf With a contact insecti­ 
cide, but except in a few instances the 
spray will not penetrate to the place 
where the insect is at work. Another 
example is the blister mite that causes 
small reddish spots on the leaves of 
apple and pear. The mites are secure 
in their habitation so far as any spray 
is concerned. 
In this rase, however, 
there is another time of year when 
they can be killed. They winter in ex­ 
posed positions round bud scales and 
a spray of lime-sulphur, when the tree 
is dormant, will kill them. 
Both in the vegetable garden and in 
the orchard there are certain 
pests 
that we seldom attempt to control by 
spraying, for the reason that they are 
conspicuous, lone leeders, or they are 
always found in a compact group. 
It 
is easier simply to remove them—an 
aneieut methods 
but practical. 
The 
big green tomato worm is an example. 
There is no need of getting out the 
spray pump to encompass its destruc­ 
tion. 
On apple trees in late summer 
one may find a group of caterpillars 
clustered on a single twig and strip­ 
ping it bare; sometimes the species 
known as the red-humped caterpillar, 
sometimes the 
yellow-necked. 
The 
easiest aud quickest measure is to cut 
off the twig with its guests and de­ 
stroy the whole lot. 


In a recent issue of Orchard and 
Farm appeared an article dealing with 
walrut-worm infestation and the steril­ 
ization of sacks as a means of control. 
IX B. Mackie, field deputy of the 
State Commission of Horticulture, has 
apparently solved one of the most per­ 
plexing questions relating to coddling 
moth elimination in bags used to ship 
walnuts. 
He suggests the employment of an 
electrically heated 
laundry 
mangle. 
The empty bags In passing through the 
machine are not only subject to great 
pressure, but 
also 
are 
sufficiently 
heated to kill any living matter con­ 
tained therein. 
Mr. C. Thorpe of the California Wal­ 
nut Growers’ Association writes Com­ 
missioner Heckle that tile mangle ma­ 
chine has a decided advantage over 
other methods tried, as it turns out 
the bags in improved condition, where­ 
as all other forms of treatment have ! 
left the sacks damaged and wet and I 
consequently subject to mould. 
The cost of mangle treatment is esti-j 
mated to be about one-half cent a bag. | 
It is suggested that every w alnut, 
packing house be required to install J 
one of these mangles, since tile adop-j 
tion of this method would prevent the 
spread of the worm from district to 
district, which is now possible through! 
the medium of infested bags. 
A mangle has recently been instal ! 
led in Los Angeles county, where a 
large number of sacks have been treat-1 
ed.
